CHASE MOTOR BUS 
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EARLY RULING 
BY HIGH COURT 


$1,000,000 Suit Up to 
Justices Today. 


BY PARKE BROWN. 

In every city, town, and hamlet in 
Illinois and in many communities 
throughout the nation watchful eyes 
will be turned this morning toward 
the state Supreme court as it meets 
at Springfield to open its October term. 
During this term the seven justices 
of the high tribunal will pass upon the 
famous Small case, the suit that seeks 
to recover approximately $1,000,000 in 
interest paid on state funds while Len 
Small, the present governor, was state 
treasurer. 

Entirely apart from the sum of 
money involved, this case is considered 
of the greatest political moment. It 
is spoken of commonly among lawyers 
and politicians as the biggest of its 
kind in the history of Illinois. It has 
reached the crisis where the Supreme 
bench is to take jurisdiction and de- 
cide it one way or the other or send it 


lower courts. 


In Court’s Hands Since June. 

The case has been in the hands of 
the court since last June, when, with- 
out oral argument, counsel for the 
state and for the governor filed their 
briefs and the itmmense record of 
testimony, including thousands of ex- 
hibita, ) 

There has been no disclosure iden- 
tifying the justice to whom this mass 
of documents, typewritten ang printed 
matter, was referred for considération 
during the summer and for the prep- 
aration of the opinion that will be sub- 
mitted for the concurrence or dissent 
of his six associates.

Not Sure What They Want.

RICKETS AND SUNLIGHT. 

T seems that we have enough infor- 
mation about rickets to wipe. that 
disease or condition from the face of 
the earth. The question now is how 

to get the people to apply the informa- 
tion we now have. 

There are those who say that all Negro 
children in northern cities show evidence 
of rickets; that more than half the dark 
skinned white race such as Italians, 
Greeks, Spanish,.Portuguese, Armenians 
and Mexicans in northern cities have it, 
and that a very large proportion of the 
babies belonging to the lighter com- 
plexioned white races are similarly af- 
fected. 


Rickets not only causes bowlegs and 
bandy shanks and other bony deformi- 
ties, but it lays the foundation for coids 
and pneumonia. The condition results 
from a deficiency of lime and inorganic 
phosphorus in the blood. This, in turn, 
results from too little good quality, sun- 
shine. In a large city, with jits smoky, 
dusty air, its high buildings and its con- 
gested houses, there is but little chance 
of a baby getting all the sunshine he 
needs, éspecially in the. late fall, the 
winter and the early spring.

|standard dictionary for a definition of 
the word. After these authorities have 
been consulted, a further and clearer 
meaning may be obtained from many 
of the writings of military men. 

In the military world, we refer to guer~- 
rilla' warfare as that type of fighting 
adopted by a defeated combatant when 
he has cedsed to be able to maintain 
well established lines, has not a stable 
capital, his forces have disintegrated, 
and he has, as a forlorn and desperate 
hope, authorized his citizens, uniformed 
or not, to wage warfare on the enemy, 
holding them only to the rules of war on 
land. There are other definitions, it is 
true, but they only support the ancient 
and accepted usage of the term. 


The Riffians have a capital, they have 
well established lines, they have gained 
ground, they offer organized resirtance. 
and are in no sense of the word guer- 
rilas. They may be forced to become 
guerrillas, but at this writing are hold- 
ing more than their own, and this, too, 
without a single airplane, that I know 
of, and no defense against the use of 
chemicals. How are they doing it? Well, 
that is the question many Frenchmen 
and Spaniards would like to be able to 
answer, but to my mind it is due to the 
‘fact that through lack of opportunity 
they have adhered to the old methods, 
|defeated the new, but when their ene- 
| mies combine the old and new an in- 
‘evitable defeat is now staring ‘them in 
‘the face. 


No army can overcome the enemy un-

More Suspects Arrested. 

A raid on the Shenandoah hotel, 
Sheridan and Windsor avenue, had 
landed Morris Kleinman, 1828 West 
Roosvelt road, on a charge of being 
one of the principals in the killing of 
Hernandez, and the wounding of Dr. 
Gross. Later in the afternoon Jack 
Eisenberg was arrested at Kedzie and 
Milwaukee avenues and charged with 
being an accessory after the rMprder. 

Chief of Detectives William Schoe- 
maker said he learned Goetz after the 
murder had changed clothes in the 
room of Jimmie Head, manager of the 
Shenandoah hotel and former partner 
of Yellow Kid Joe Weil when both 
were known as the champion con men 
of the country. Head was being held 
last night, but Weil, who has been 
arrested four or five times in the last 
few months, was released.

ROME, Oct. 5.-——(/)—The most revo- 
lutionary step in the treatment of 
labor problems in Italy in the present 
generation has been taken with the, 


adoption of an accord between the gen- | 
eral confederation of industry and the’ 
confederation of Fascist labor unions. 

Under the agreement, announced 
today, each of these organizations, rep- 
resenting respectively the employers 
and workers, recognizes the other as 
the sole body with which it is to deal 
in all questions affecting wages, gen- 
eral labor and employment. | 

Under it also a serious attempt wil? 
be made—backed by all the forces of | 
the Fascist government—to overturn ' 
the principles that have governed the | 
relations between capital and labor in 


Try to End Class Struggles. 


The actual] negotiations were brought

Frosted lemon pie with water—“ 
into a double boiler one cup boiling 
water, small piece of butter, one cup 
sugar, one large tablespoon flour, 
grated rind’ and juice of one lemon, 
one egg, yolks of two more. Cook all 
until thick and then put into already 
cooked crust. Beat whites of eggs 
for frosting and brown in oven.” 

The other recipe for frosted lemon 

Pie calls for a cup of hot milk, only 
two eggs, and one tablespoon of corn- 
starch instead of the flour. The direc- 
tions about the crust is that it be 
baked in a deep plate. No butter is 
used. <A tablespoon of sugar is used 
with the whites of the two eggs for 
the frosting. 
The sour milk lemon pie has one 
cup sugar, the juice and rind of one 
lemon, one tablespoon butter, yolks of 
two eggs, two teaspoons flour, three- 
fourths cup of sour milk, one-fourth 
teaspoon soda. 

The directions are: ‘‘ Milk must be 
thick, but not old. Add soda to milk 
and stir well. Beat sugar, butter, and 
flour together and pour over milk. 
Turn into crust and bake. Add two 
tablespoons of powdered sugar to 
whites of eggs after they have been 
well beaten. Spread on pie, return to
